TOBACCO. 
THE CROP IN NORTH CAROLINA, 
N. C., Sept. 7.—[Special.}—As |. 
one of the most trying years of the century, 
so far as long periods of drouth and cold are 
concerned, 1883 will long be remembered.

has been more than fulfilled. By means of 
steady improvement the postal system has 
been made one of the greatest of public con- 
veniences, and the service rendered in this 
way is by all odds the most useful 
of any which the Government performs for 
the people. Nothing which temds to facili- 
tate the intercourse between the States can 
be deenied unworthy of the public care.”

It was the lack of easy intercourse 
and communication among the people which 
caused the States in the early confederacy to 
regard one another with almost the jealousy 
and mistrust of foreign Powers. It tended 
to keep alive local and sectional differenves, 
and operated to prevent the people from 
uniting more closely for the common wel- 
fare. When it took a week to send a letter 
from Boston to Philadelohia it was inevi- 
table that business should be kept hemmed — 
within narrow circles and sectional and pro-. 
vincial sentiments continue to be fos- 
tered. The railroad and the steamboat 
first made it possible for the people 
of distant sections to become generally ac- 
quainted and do business with each other. 
Traxel became important, but communica- 
tion dy mail scarcely less so. Where one 
passenger makes a journey hundreds of let- 
ters are sent, and if the Government wiil 
look afte#the messages of the people it may 
leave travel and transportation of goods for a 
hundred years to private enterprise, subject 
to proper control and oversight. If it will 
take care of the messages of the public the 
other agencies of intercourse among the peo- 
ple will take care of themselves. The Gov- 
ernment put the steambvat and the railway 
into its service as soon as the opportunity 
offered, and for the same reason it should 
now bring the telegraph to its aid.

DISAPPEARANCE OF CHOLERA. 

In the midst of all the terrible visitations 
of this year of grace, and the dreadful fatal- 
ities which have occurred in all quarters of 
the globe, itis cheering to notice that one 
scourge has disappeared. The daily cholera 
bulletin from afflicted Egypt has closed. 
That devastated country has one less horror, 
and the world will breathe freer now that the 
danger of its spread beyond its limits and 
over Europe and this country is dispelled. 

It is not likely that the sum total of the 
ravages of cholera in Egypt has been report- 
ed. We have only heard from the larger 
cities and towns, and what havoc it has 
caused in little villages and remote places in 
the interior we shall never know, because no 
report has been made of it. But taking the 
daily bulletins as they have appeared in Tux 
Tripune, the destruction of life has 
been dreadful. The first announce 
ment of the appearance of the dis- 
ease was made from Damietta June 
25, andfrom that date until the 4th inst., 
seventy days, 25,000 deaths, In round num- 
bers, have occurred. The heaviest reports of 
fatalities were as follows > Cairo, 7,143; Dam- 
jetta, 1,606; Mansurah, 1,141; Shirbin, 845; 
Alexandria, 733; Ghizeh, 503; Mehalleh, 324; 
Samanoud, 293; Menzaleh, 194; Tantah, 164; 
and Chober, 101; leaving a miscellaneous list 
of 13,139 in the smaller places. The list per 
week was as follows: First, 747; second, 
1,008; third, 1,124; fourth, 3,176; fifth, 4,695; 
sixth, 4,607; seventh, 4,545; eighth, 2,093; 
ninth, 833; tenth, 481. The greatest mortali- 
ty was In Cairo, where the disease com- 
menced July 15, expending itself in thirty- 
six days, and entailing an average death- 
rate per day of 198. The greatest number of 
deaths in one week, July 25-30, was 4,698, 
and the greatest in one day, Aug. 3, was 
1,080. | |

Worthy of imitation as Jay Gould may 
think his career, and with all the. emphasis 
which he seeks to lay upon his early indus- 
try, thrift, and piety, we submit that he Is 
not a good example of the class whose lives 
should be described in Sunday-school books, 
or whose careers should be held up as worthy 
of imitation. From the time when Jay 
Gould got hold of his first rotten railroad to 
the present there Is little in his business ca- 
reer that a young man would do well to fol- 
low. There is, nevertheless, in his testimony 
now and then a chunk of wisdom, and one 
of these is his remark that he has always 
noticed that a man who is sober, honest, and 
industrious gets through the world with- 
out much trouble.

COMPETITION—NOT CONFISCATION. 

One of the Chicago newspapers has been 
deeply impressed with Jay Gould’s state- 
ment before the Senate committee in New 
York as of * the utmost importance and value 
in its bearing on public economic questions,“ 
and concludes rather sweepingly that it ex- 
plodes at once the feasibility of a National 
postal telegraph,” because Mr. Gould shows 
that a purchase of the Western Union by the 
Government would have to include its con- 
tracts with the railways,” etc. The absurd 
ty of this conclusion is completely exposed 
by the simple statement that a Government 
telegraph system does not involve and is in 
no sense dependent upon a purchase of the 
Western Union system. Horace Greeley 
used to insist that the way to resumption of 
specie payments was to resume; so the 
way toa Government telegraph is to build 
it. The Government does not need either 
Mr. Gould’s wires or his contracts. The 
Western Union Company has obtained from 
the people the right to construct and 
operate a telegraph system; certainly the 
people—that is, the Government—have the 
right to do a thing which they could author- 
ize a corporation to do. The agitation for 
a Government telegraph neither includes nor 
contemplates the purchase of Mr. Gould’s 
system. How little Mr. Gould’s disciples 
really understand of this question is illustrat- 
ed by the following paragraph taken from 
the same article, Intended to back up Mr. 
Gould’s statement: 


Nor can the Government buiii new lines, pay- 
ing fair dama for occupying tracks w 
the Western Union occupies free, ing fair 
salaries for the services of the railway 


employés who serve the Western 
paying rent for offices which the Western Union 
gets free, and still undersell the Western Union 
on telegraphic services. Nor would such a com- 
petitive proceeding differ -from confiscation in 
principle if it could succeed. It would be simply 
employing the whole power of the U nited States 
Treasury to break down a private business, 
The above is a mere jumble of co 

tions. If the Government build new lines, 
why should it pay “fair damages for occu- 
pying tracks which the Western Union ocen- 
pies free? When the rajlroad companies 
and the telegraph company secured their 
right of way aud their franchises neither the 
National Government nor the State Govern- 
ments guaranteed them exclusive privileges 
or protection against competition. On the 
contrary, new railroad and telegraph enter- | 
prises have been @couraged by the people 
and by Governme Can it be contended 
reasgnably that the Government has no right 
to enter into competition when it is constant- 


ly conceding such a right to individuals and 


corporations ? The construction and opera- 
tion of a telegraph system by the Govern- 
ment may be criticised on the ground of 
policy, but not as a question of right 
or authority. The inconsistency of the | 
Gould argument as set forth in the 
paragraph we have quoted appears 
from the statement in one sentence 
that the Government cannot provide the 
necessary facilities “and still undersell the 
Western Union on telegraph services,” while 
the very next sentence sets forth that such 
a competitive proceeding would not differ 
from confiscation in principle if it could suc- 
ceed,” The answer to this is obvious. lf 
the Government cannot undersell telegraph- 
ic service then the existing telegraph com- 
panies cannot set up confiscation as an ar- 
gument againsta Government telegraph. If, 
on the other hand, the existing companies are 
straining their earning capacity at the ex- 
pense of the public and paying 7 per cent 
dividends on $80,000,000, besides the interest 
on their bonded indebtedness, upon an act- 
ual investment of $25,000,000, then the people 
may certainly proceed to supply themselves 
with cheaper facilities without any sense of 
injustice to the companies which are now 
fleecing them. The Claim that the West- 
ern Union Company is now transacting the 
telegraphic business of the country as cheap- 
ly as the Government ,ꝗ] do it with equal 
facilities completely shuts off the cry of 
“ cuntiseation,” for the Western Union asa 
private and responsible corporation will have 
certain advantages in soliciting business 
which will enable it to compete successfully 
upon equal terms. The single difference will 
be that the Western Union Company will not. 
be able to buy up and absorb the Govern- 
ment telegraph and thus stifle competition, as 
it has done in the case of every rival tele- 
graph company which has been organized 
in the past. There is no purpose to employ 
the whole power of the United States Treas- 
ury to break down a private business,” It 
is simply proposed that the United States 
Government shall invest some $20,000,000 of 
the surplas revenue in the construction of 
telegraph lines, which shall thereafter trans- 
act the public telegraph business and such 
private business as may be offered to it at 
the cost of mAintenance, operation, and 3 per 
cent interest on the money invested. The 
people have certainly the rightto use their 
own money in this way and protect them- 
selves from the extortion of a corporation 
which exists by public sufferance. 


HENDRICKS’ PRESIDENTIAL THOUGHTS. 
Mr. Hendricks has opened his Presidential 
campaign by a speech at Fort Dodge, Ia. 


He has never been cretiited with sufficient

For this reason it is worthy of note that 
Mr. Hendricks in his Iowa speech cut away 
as completely as Voorhees had done before 
him from the traditional free-trade policy of 
his party. He even went so far as to 
abandon inferentially the revenue theory of 
the tariff upoh which the Democrats have 
sought to compromise of late years. He be- 
gan by arraigning the Republican party for 

collecting $100,000,000 a year of surplus 
revenue, omitting at the same time to give 
any credit for the rapid reduction of debt 
and the interest charge to which the surpins 
revenue has been applied. He jumped at 
the conclusion—which has by no means 
been demonstrated as yet—that the late re- 
vision of the tariff has increased the revenue 
instead of diminishing it. And, finally, he 
declared in favor of maintaining a tariff 
which shall be “ wisely adjusted to protect 
home industry.” That is to say, Mr. Hen- 
dricks is opposed to a reduction or revision 
of the tariff which shall yield an increased 
revenue and at the same time cheapen the 
necessaries of life to the consumers, but fa- 
vors a tariff which shall reduce revenue and 
maintain or increase the cost of manufact- 
ured articles to the consumer. He conceives 
it to be the prime object of Congressional 
legislation at this time to cut down the rev- 
enues of the Government without affording 
the people any rellef from the burden of tax- 
ation. He would turn over all the exactions 
of the tariff to the classes it is designed to 
protect, and compel the masses to pay boun- 
ties under the disguise of taxes. The 
crime of the Kepublican party, according to 
the indictment he brings against it, is not 
in having imposed too much taxation upon 
the people, but in havimg raised too much 
revenue from the tax system. The remedy 
he suggests is to cut down revenue by exact- 
ing still. more tribute from the people under 
the deception of tariff taxes. Carried out to 
a logical conclusion, such an adjustment of 
the tariff as should be prohibitory of im- 
portation on a large line of manufactured 
goods would be the wisest policy, for it 
would cut off revenue from customs duties 
al r and atthe same time compel the 
consumers to pay to protected manufactur- 
ers more bounty than they would pay the 
under a system of revenue tar- 
iff, 
Perhaps if Mr. Hendricks were in Congress 
orin the Presidential. chair he would not 
push this program so far in the face of pop- 
ular protest; but there is little doubt 
that he would uphold the Democratic caucus 
measure of the last Congress, which pro- 
posed to abolish all taxes on whisky and to- 
bacco as a means for dispensing with the 
great bulk of surplus revenue, and in order 
that it should be necessary thereafter to 
maintain the highest tariff schedule which 
would yield sufficient revenue to the Goy- 
ernment to meet current expenses and the 
“interest on the public debt. This scheme 
for abolishing the whisky and tobacco taxes 
will probably come before the next Congress 
more pretentiously than it did before the 
last Congress. It ia likely to be an active 
factor in Mr. Randall’s campaign for the 
Speakership, and it will appeal with consid- 
erable force to the Southern members. Mr. 
Hendricks stands ready evidently to adopt 
it and advocate it, and to make common 
cause with that faction of his party which 
shall urge it. The object of his attack is | 
revenue, and not taxation, and the quickest .

the latter is to surrender the large revenue 
collected from the consumers of whisky and 
tobacco without any sense of burden on their 
part, and thereby necessitate the retention of 
the taxes assessed upon the staple commod- 
ities of domestic economy.

Tue English newspapers give interesting 
accounts of a series of experiments conducted 
by the Belgian Government in a sew method of 
rendering soldier? unifomms waterproof by 
means of liquid alumina. As the process is ap- 
plicable to any kind of clothing it is of general 
interest. The medical authorities, it is said, have 
satisfied themselves that the process does not pre- 
vent the perspiration from passing off freely, 
and chemical analysis shows that the prepara- 
tion used in no way injures the. materials or 
destroys their colors. Clothing which has been 
subjected to the process and then worn, although 
rinsed and wasned, remained perfectly water- 
proof. The only drawback to tus process is that 
it is rather expensive, and toinsure the desired 
resuit it must be conducted on a large scaie.
